San Francisco, Nov. 2U.—The Southern 
Pacific depot and ferry slip at the end 
of the Alameda mole, which e xtends far 
into the bay from the eastern pier, was 
totally destroyed by fire to-day. 

Train Dispatcher Walker estimates the 
less at from $400,000 to $000,000. The 
aides of the slips and buildings, eight 
broad gauge passenger coaches and 20 
narrow gangs coaches, were burned. Ten 
men arj missing. 

The fire broke out from an unknown 
cause soon after the ferry boat Oakland 
had reached the slip on her laat trip 
from this city about 1 o’clock. The 
kitchen crew of the steamer had retired 
to their lodging near the end of the pier. 
Suddenly the flames burst out. quickly 
spreading through the depot, a big build¬ 
ing of wood anff glass. The upper works 
of the Oakland caught fire, and her cap¬ 
tain was forced to cot her loose and 
leave her men behind. They may have 
escaped, but they have not yet reported. 
The burning slips were inaccessible for 
the fire engines from the Alameda 
county shore, bat two fire boats were 
dispatched to the scene from this elty 
and succeeded in confining the flames 
to ths end of the mole. Nothing else 
could be done, however, and everything 
On the broad extension of the pier was 
soon totally destroyed.

TO PROTECT LONDON. 

New and rowerful Fortifications Are 
Being Erected. ^ 

l»ndon, Nor. 19.—Efforts of a far- 
reaching character have J>cen set on 
foot to fortify The metropolis against a 
possible stuck in case of war, from 
which, judging from .statements made 
to-night. It has hitherto been quite in¬ 
adequately protected. An announce¬ 
ment to the effect that the extensive 
buildings having been completed at 
Woldingham, Surrey, 11 mile* south of 
Ixmdon, for uae A* a mobilising centre 
In the scheme for tho defence of I/ju-' 
don, reveals for the first time the exist¬ 
ence of Important war office operations. 
It i* stated that when Lord Roberts 
took over his post of commander-in-chief 
of . the army, he personally Investigated 
the defences of London, and found them 
to be very imperfect. Since then, pow¬ 
erful batteries have been mounted ou 
elevations commanding the principal 
roads between London and the South 
Coast, new fortifications are being rapid¬ 
ly constructed along the banks of the 
Thames, and Woldlqgham has been fit¬ 
ted up as a centre for a mobilisation. 


Snrvlvora of Steamer Ellngamite Pro¬ 
longed Life by Drinking Blood 
o{ Companions. 

London, Nov. 20.—The correspondent 
of the Dally Mail at Wellington, N. Z., 
cables that the eight survivors of the 
steamer Ellngamite, who were rescued 
on a raft by the British survey steam¬ 
er Penguin, admit that while their 
minds were nnhinged by hunger, some 
of them prolonged life by drinking the 
hlood of their companions. This was 
mostly done by mutual consent of the 
parties, inclsione being made in their 
skin and each sacking the blood of the 
other, simultaneously. Those of the 
castaways refusing to do thi» v were 
“tapped” whilst they were asleep, and 
it Is alleged that tho stewardess died 
of exhaustion through loss of blood 
taken by this process. The correspond¬ 
ent adds that the story of the survivors 
has caused a feeling of horror In Wel¬ 
lington, their action being regarded as 
Inexcusable, as the raft was only four 
days and a half afloat

ALONE AT SEA. 

An adventure at sea which recalls the 
experience of Carl Anderson, a Swede, 
who came from Nome in a little sail 
boat, is told by the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer.

"Far out at sea in a frail catboat a 
lone mnn is battling with the waves if 
he has not already succumbed to their 
fury.

It is said t^ej'stoek is now pntrhnsable 
at a small discount, whereas the Natal 
three per cents, are dealt in at If per 
cent, premium. Over-borrowing by tho 
colonies is advanced as a reason for the 
alleged -.failure. British financial au¬ 
thorities are understood to.be of opinion 
that some of the smaller colonies and 
provinces are becoming too much ad¬ 
dicted to.the borrowing habit, aud have 
accordingly evinced symptoms of a ten¬ 
dency to tighten their purse strings. It 
will be remembered that on n previous 
Occasion when British Columbia applied 
for accommodation a pledge was exacted 
that there should be no more applications 
for a specified time. 

When, the announcement wap made 
that the new British Columbia loan had 
been floated, at a fair figure when all 
the circumstaucea were taken into con¬ 
sideration, the Times said It was im¬ 
possible to discuss the matter until full 
particulars had been received. Such 
information as was vouchsafed the pub¬ 
lic came from government sources. Na¬ 
turally the transaction was placed be¬ 
fore the people of British Columbia in 
the most favorable light possible. In 
▼iew of-the reports which are being sent 
cut from independent quarters, it would 
apiH-nr to bo the duty of the Finance 
Mini.it »r to make an authoritative state¬ 
ment In regard to the present status of 
the loan. We cannot credit the report 
that Natal, in which the situation must 
be far from satisfactory to a class so 
sensitive to political unourtainty and 
unrest as money magnates, is regarded 
as furnishing better security to inves¬ 
tors in government securities than Brit¬ 
ish Columbia.

A notice of application for incorpora¬ 
tion of a company to construct railways 
in British Columbia ou the mono-rail 
principle appeared in the Gaaette to¬ 
day. The solicitor for the appli¬ 
cants, C. H. Lugrin, gives on outline of 
the principal features of the system, 
and the objects which the* promoters 
have in view lu connection with it. 

To Frank Moberly, C. H.. is due the 
credit of suggesting the scheme. For 
some months he 1 has worked upon it, and 
he has enlisted tho active interest of 
capitalist* outside of British Columbia 
in the project. With the completion of 
the ^ana for the railway system In¬ 
corporation of the company is sought for 
the prqvince, and also from the Federal 
parliament.

The atten¬ 
tion of the promoters, however, has as 
yet been taken up principally with its 1 
application to transporting ore from the 
mines, which at present ore inaccessible, 
owing to the character of the country. 

The project has been submitted to 
some of. the leading transportation men 
of the United States, and they have re¬ 
ported most favorably upon it. 

It is thought that by the Introduction 
of ^his system that ore will be handled 
at a much less rate per ton than under 
present conditions. Run by electricity 
the cars may be taken np steep inclines 
and around very sharp curves. If in¬ 
clines should be desired, which it would 
be impossible to reduce to the ncceaaary 
running grade, provision could be made 
to pass that section of road by cable.

Instructive Lecture Delivered at the 
Centennial Methodist Church By 
H. Cuthbert.

There was a good attendance at the 
Centennial Methodist church last even¬ 
ing when Herbert Cuthbert delivered an 
instructive lecture on “The Granary of 
the Empire." illustrating his remarks 
with upwards of 100 beautiful views. 
HU Worship the Mayor occupied the 
choir. 

In opening his address Mr. Cuthbert 
explained what the exprrtdou “The 
Granary of the Empire” hieant. The 
Idea it was intended to convey was that 
if Greater Britain was at any time 
isolated and all outside food supplies 
vrere cat off, the Great Northwest of 
Canada would produce sufficient to sup¬ 
ply all her needs. He dwelt on the 
effect that bad been produced In the Old 
Country by the erection of the hand¬ 
some Canadian arch in London at the 
time of the coronation. ▲* view of the 
arch was shown at this stage, and the 
lecturer referred to the fact.that through 
tbla the attention of the Imperial gov¬ 
ernment and representatives of other 
nations in London at tliit time was 
directed towards the Canadian North¬ 
west. He made reference to the en¬ 
thusiasm that had been displayed by the 
British journalists who visited,Canada 
this summer, pointing out. that these 
gentlemen had been so impressed with 
the prairie country that they devoted 
columns and columns of Apace in de¬ 
scribing to the world the. vastness bf 
the Canadian Northwest, and th© im¬ 
portance of th© enormous crop reaped 
yearly to the Empiie, 

Mr. Cuthbert then referred to his re¬ 
cent trip to the province bf Manitoba 
and his tour through th© Northwest with 
the Journalists. . One thing which seem¬ 
ed to greatly Impress tho Visitors were 
the large “harvest hand” excursions be¬ 
ing run by the C. P. R. at $10 from all 
ever Eastern Canada. Six..trains with 
no less than 6,000 hands had arrived 
at Winnipeg while the newspaper men 
were there. 

He proceeded to give figures showing 
the extent of grain growing during the 
past season. In Manitoba there were 
3,180,015 acres nnder cultivation and 
about 500,000 summer fallows, making 
in all 3.680,015. In the Territories 
tbere were all told 1,000,000 acres, mak¬ 
ing a total of 4,668,015 acres of land un¬ 
der cultivation. The yield was esti¬ 
mated to be: Wheat, 60^000,000 bushels; 
oats and barley, etc, 40,000,000, making 
oer 100,000,000 bushels for approxi¬ 
mately 4,680,000 acres of laud. This es-* 
limate, he said, was about 10 per cent, 
below the actual harvest. •'

The character of the system la such that 
many details under peculiar conditions I 
may bo worked out, thus adapting it to 
a wide variety of circumstances. The 
heights of the trestles will be varied to 
suit the character of the country through 
which it passes, and thus practically 
eliminate the cost of grading. 

The promoters have no deeign of mak¬ 
ing this a great system of railway, at 
present at least. It is put forward to 
meet a long-felt want in th© way of 
getting ore from mines at present in¬ 
accessible. Th© introduction of the 
mono-rail system would give a means 
of bringing this ore from the mountains 
to the main systems of railways or 
waterways for shipment. Its elevation 
above the surface of the country removes 
all interference from snow falls, which 
would be met In many of the districts 
where this would prove of use. It has 
been carefully studied by the promoters, 
and they believe that a solution of the 
cheap transportation of or© has been 
solved by th© introduction of this sys¬ 
tem. 

The system is not an entirely new one. 
In the north of Ireland there is a sys¬ 
tem worked on a similar principle, 
which is a paying investment. In the 
case of this line the motive power, how¬ 
ever, is steam, while the British Colum¬ 
bia company will use electricity. An¬ 
other line somewhat similar is working 
in Algeria. In Germany some have 
Teen .installed, and others are be¬ 
ing bnilt, while a fast line on the 
mono-rail system is contemplated be¬ 
tween Liverpool and Manchester. This 
latter Is intended to afford a very faet 
means of transit between the two cities, 
exceeding any other system in this re¬ 
spect now in existence.

And a genera lion hence, when 
the armies of Europe are booted with 
the skin of the sacred cow from some 
factory In the heart of India, perchance 
a high-caste Brahmin will be fonnd at 
the head of It.

try than thla humane lad forthwith 
dreamt of millions. He started in busi¬ 
ness as a amall merchant. So far the 
entire foreign trade of India had been 
in English hands—those of the Blast 
India Company. Now, for the first 
time, an Eastern entered the field. 

In the absence of competition on tbe 
part of the conservative Hindus, he in¬ 
creased his^tmstnefui, prospered, and 
finally amassed a fortune of two million 
sterling. For his purpose India waa a 
virgin soil, a new country as yet unex¬ 
ploited by modern methods—even aa 
was the United States a generation ago; 
the cause of his nuccess the same aa 
that of the first American millionaires. 
India’s First Baronet. 

Because of hia splendid munificence he 
was created first a K. C. B., and then 
a baronet—the first in India. For, If 
he amassed a fortune, he knew how to 
spend It He gave away a million 
pounds, half his fortune, in oharitie* 
Hospitals, colleges and rest-houses were 
founded and endowed by him. 

The present baronet, Sir Jamsetjee 
Jeejeebhoy, the third frqm the founder, 
succeeded In ,1877, and since then ha« 
well maintained the traditions of hia 
house. With increamug wealth he haa 
increased ths aim and purpose of his 
philanthropy. And no better proof could 
be given of the appreciation and grati¬ 
tude of his countrymen than the general 
delight with which nis selection to rep¬ 
resent Bombay at the 'recent coronation 
was received by aU its dtixena. 

Hardly leu conspicuous is tbe Petit 
family. Evefi as the Jeejeebhoys made 
their fortunes in foreign trade, the Fetlta 
made theirs in cotton spinning. Half * 
century ago the first cotton mill in Bom¬ 
bay was founded by a Parse*—the late 
Cowasjee Nanabhoy Davar. Though 
con Suing himself solely to the spinning 
of yarns, he succeeded In accumulating 
considerable wealth. 
f The the Petits went one better; for in 
1665 Mr. Dlnshaw Manockjee Petit 
erected the Oriental spinntog and wear* 
log mill, which not only spun yarns but 
wove cloth. Tills venture was to great 
a success that in 18G0 Mr. Dins haw was 
induced to erect another mill, the Man¬ 
ockjee Petit spinning and weaving mill, 
thus named in memory of his father. 
The investment proved so profitable that 
several cotton mills were started by Mr. 
Dlnshaw, one after another in rapid 
suocession. 8peedily he became the 
largest shareholder In the six leading 
cotton mills of Bombay—the Manockjee 
Petit mill, the Dlnshaw Petit mill, the 
Victoria, the Maxagon, the Pramjee 
Petit and the Gordo* mills. 

Beeidea spinning and weaving, Mr. 
Dlnshaw also directed his attention to 
the manufacture of thread, holsery and 
fancy good*' and to the dyeing of yarns. 

From Lancashire to Bombay. 

Ant the present day many cotton mills 
are working in Bombay, and more will 
soon be started. Already the entire 
yarn supply of India, and to some ex¬ 
tent of China and Japan, ia furnished 
by the Bombay mills. No doubt theee 
yarns ore now of the coaraer kind, but 
the d ly must come ,when the Bombay 
factories will also learn to spin yarns 
of the highest "oonuL” Then the scep¬ 
tre of the Eastern trade In cotton cloth 
must pass from Lancashire to Bombay. 
And a!l dne to the energy, the foresight, 
the enterprise of Dlnshaw Manockjee 
Petit 

For his splendid philanthropy, rivalling 
that of Sir Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy, he, 
too, waa made a baronet in 1890. And 
now, both by marriage and by commer¬ 
cial partnership, the Petit family ia 
closely allied with thorn of the oth*r 
Parsse millionaires of India—the 
Wadias, the Readymoceyr, the Camas. 
Mr. Nowrojee Manockji Wadla, whoee 
recent gift of a million pounds to charity 
has been already mentioned, is the fore¬ 
most of these. 

These represent Pane* enterprise on 
the western side of India; on the east¬ 
ern it Is no less singular, The two great 
modern Industries of India are cottou 
and jnte. The Petits and the Wadias 
had captured the cotton on the Bombay 
side. It remained for the Mehtas to 
froos over to the Bengal side and cap- 
tnro the jnte.

John W. Gates, the Western specula¬ 
tor, whose losses in^the big bear raids 
c-n the stock market are said to nggre 
gattr’Several million dollars— some put it 
at $7,000,000—has apparently been made 
th© target for a combined Attack from 
Wall street operators, says & New York 
message of Thursday last. 

His followers are suffering with him, 
and good calculators say the Western 
crowd, as they are termed in the finan* 
ciel district, have so far lost $15,000. 

Every stock issue with which Gates 
lias been prominently identified for the 
last six months has be'n made to feel 
the brunt of continued assaults. He 
was the leader of the speculation pool 
in B. & O., which sent that stock to 
117. It crossed par on the downward 
slant to-day, and for a brief period sold 
at 097s Jointly, with th© Moot© Bro¬ 
thers, he led the recent attempt to de¬ 
pose W. K. Vanderbilt from the Chicago 
rnd Northwestern, which resulted in 
Vanderbilt retaining control and the 
Westerners in acquiring a lot of North- 
v. estern stock at high prices. 

H© was likewise the central figure in 
th© gigantic Louisville ft Nashville deal 
whereby the Rothschilds lost control of 
the road aud the stock was sent from 
108 to 158. To-day the stock sold on the 
exchange at 126%, and it was said that 
Mr. Gates was a large holder of the 
stock until recently. 

The Rock Island contingent—composed 
of Judge W. H. and J. H. Moore, W. B. 
Leeds, Daniel .G. lleid, John W. Gates 
and their western associates—is said to 
be in a vulnerable market position, and 
the Wall street coterie that is waging 
war against it is improving the oppor¬ 
tunity. Thd Itock Island people are just 
preparing to list on the Stock Exchange 
$196,000,000 of new securities. The 
series are divided into $75,000,000 com¬ 
mon stock. $56,000,000 {■ preferred stock 
snd $75,000,000 Ip bonds. 

A sensational attack upon the Rock 
Island common and preferred ahurrs was 
the feature of the opening curb market. 
The common stock, which closed last 
night at 48%, was forced down under 
heavy offerings to 42%—a break of six 
points. Under the same kind of press¬ 
ure the preferred stock broke 4$ points, 
selling down to 70 before its supporters 
could rally it. The bonds also broke 
several points, and the demoralization 
in the series of Rock Island issues 
threatened disastrous consequences to 
many. ' 

Wall street heard that the Vander¬ 
bilt interests, who were attacked by the 
Moore - Gates-Reid-Leeds combination 
last spring In Chicago ft Northwestern, 
and the BelmontrRothschilds interests, 
who lost control of Looisville ft Nash¬ 
ville because of the Gates attack, had 
jciaed force* to punish Gates. Whether 
this Is true cannot be conclusively 
demonstrated, but it la asserted positive¬ 
ly that tbe combined losses of. tbe Wes¬ 
tern contingent in tbs sensational bear 
raids of the last three weeks will ex- 
« ed $15,000,000. 

After expressing the belief that tbs 
break in prices has been checked, the 
financial article in tbe Post ssys: 

"There might be observed in many 
resort* of speculative Wall street a dis¬ 
position to blame th© banks for tbe stern 
restrictive measures which have im¬ 
mediately resulted In th© recent fall of 
t sines. Curious as the fact may seem 
to impartial outsido observers, the Stock 
Exchange community does not yet 
1 (cognize why such action should have 
been taken /by the banks, at a moment 
when the treasury/had extended abun¬ 
dant measure of relief, when New York’s 
surplus bank reserves had risen $16,000,. 
000 in a fortnight, and when th© money 
market, as measured by. the can-loan
